cost of the war but for 'the re-purchase 
of the northern half of Sakhallen. Rus- 
sia at the same time agreeing to the 
division of the island. 


The Japanese also withdrew article 


10 and 11 of the peace conditions orig- 
inally presented in the demand for the 
surrender

the interned warships 


and limitation of Russian naval pow- 
er in the Far East: The delegates of 
the two missions will be called in at 
the afternoon session and the. actual 
work of

of $160,000.000 of stock and $160,000,- 
000 of bonds. This new issue of $320,- 
000,000 of securities was accomplished

After voting to

That breed of fighting poultry known 


as Dorking has an ancient history. 
The Romans introduced it into Eng- 
land and taught the Britons to breed it 
for the table. But Caesar and his le- 
gions found one breed of poultry al- 
ready domiciled in that country im- 
ported by even earlier visitors, .the 
Phoenicians. 
These fowls were kept 


for pleasure and diversion—that is, for 
cock-fighting—and the breed was al- 
ready many centuries old. when the 
Romans came. 
The Phoenicians and 
the Greeks knew all about the game 
fowl; they drew their knowledge of 
the sport from the Persians, while in 
India, nearly 3000 years ago, the fight- 
ing cock fought and flourished • as it 
does to this day. 


Cock fighting was a Toyal, sport in 


England, though now and again edicts 
against :lt were promulgated. 
King- 


Edward m issued one, and .so did 
Henry VHI, dough the latter monarch 
had a cockpit built in Whitehall, so 
that he himself might Indulge In the 
pastime. But no edicts could put an 
end to cock fighting, ind it flourished 
under the Stuarts, though Cromwell 
prohibited it. There is an interesting 
record of the sport in the reign ot 
Charles II. Cosmo, grand duke of Tus- 
cany, while paying England a visit, 
went in state "to the theater appropri- 
ated 
to 
cock fighting-, a common 


amusement of the English, who, even 
in the public streets, take a delight In 
seeing such battles, and considerable 
bets are made on them." 
-; 
Cock fighting: in England reached its 


zenith early in the last century. At 
that time distinguished visitors were 
treated by. each corporation to cock 
fights. instead of fireworks and music 
by the local band. Every sporting no- 
bleman had-his own strain of game 
fowl. The numbers that were killed in 
the ring were immense. In a single 
season in_xme town HWO cocks perished. 
In the Easter week of 1822 in one pit 
188 cocks fought each other and $30,- 
000 changed hands in wagers,' '

George A., Sanford of the army-Y. M

When real estate agents in different interior towns began to 


clamor that the Universitj farm should be located at some interior 
point far distant from Berkeley, THE TRIBUNE pointed out that 
locating the farm at a great distance from 
Berkeley 
inevitably 


meant, in time if not immediately, the separation of the agricultural 
college from the University. 
The farm is for practical experimental 


work in connection with the course of instruction given at the agri- 
cultural college which is located at Berkeley and is an integral part 
of the University. The absurdity of locating the experimental farm 
fiom one hundred to two hundred miles distant from the college is 
apparent. 


We contended that the*proposition involved one of two things' 


Either the removal of the college to the farm or the establishment 
of another school at the farm, with laboratory equipment, where 
schola'.'.ic training could be acquired. The expense of maintaining 
two school'- \\ould inevitably cause the discontinuance of .one. 


It was> nrst denied that locating the farm in the Sacramento 


or San Joaqum valleys would cause any disruption of the Urm ersity, 
but it \vas subsequently admitted, and then came long dissertations 
on the alleged advantages of having the agricultural college entirely 
separated from the State University and under different manage- 
ment. When Professor Bailey of Cornell punctured this conten- 
tion, he was coarsely assailed as having been imported out here by 
President Wheeler to assist in a scheme to hoodwink the public. 
Nobody attempted to dispute his premises or answer his conclu- 
sion, but he was dismissed with opprobrium as being a friend of Dr. 
Wheeler's. 
There is no intimacy between the two men at all, and 


it is inconceivable that, so eminent an educator as Professor Bailey 
could be induced to lend himself to a scheme m California opposed 
-to public policy and subversive of the true principle of imparting 
'instruction in the science of agriculture. 


It has been reserved for a few winemakers to cap the climax,

The bill making the appropriation for 
the purchase and creating a commission to select the site, expressly 
states that it is a "University farm," to be attached to the University 
and to be under the control of the Regents of that institution, in 
whom the title is to be vested. The agricultural college is a part of the 
University, but the farm is not to be exclusively an agricultural col- 
lege affair, but is to afford demonstrations for all the students of 
the University who may care to observe them. 


It is charitable to assume that the winemakers who declared the

"I am in the unique position of being 


the only man in New York who is being 
daily robbed of enough sugar to ke&p 
5,000,000 bees busy making a metropolitan 
brand of honey," the candy-maker said 
last nipht. "Bee experts tell me that a 
hive as large as those-on the Vesey street 
building 
contains about 
250,000 bees. 


They are making a good thing out of 
me. 
It has come to be the exception 


when each day two or three of the girt 
or men employes in my factory are not 
stung. The wounds in many, cases hare 
been so psJnful that the victims have 
had to go home.

they agreed to sell out to the American 
Magneslte Company, which was incor- 
porated in Maine and Stlllwell was 
authorized to conduct the negotiations 
Each man was to have received one- 
third of the purchase price 
It is alleged that Stillwell was given 


350 bonds of the American Magnesite 
Company of the par -value of 
J1000 
each 1666 !-3 shares of of this corpo- 
ration's slotk, having a par value of 
$100 per share, and between 160,000 and 
$70,000 In casn besides an agreement 
to pay him $1000 per month for about 
seven years. After the receipt of this 
consideration last year Stilwell made a 
false report to his associates

He gave Reed 1W bonds, but 
Eppinger got only eighty-sir for his 
share, and neither Reed nor Eppinger 
»as'Informed by him about the stocK
